By the Answer Man 


QUESTION: On my Honda 305 there 

is a lot of exhaust 
smoke when I shut off or reduce 
speed suddenly. Could you tell me 
what it is? I know I am running good 
plugs and my carbs are jetted like 
all the other 305's I know. D.S. — 
Los Angeles. 


ANSWER: Your problem could be 

either serious or minor. 
First check the air vent hole or tube 
that comes from the head and if it is 
clogged, that may be your problem, 
If the vent is clear then the most 
likely course is excessive clearance 
between the inlet valve and guide, 


QUESTION: What is the formula to 
find out my gear ratio? 
L.S.—San Diego. 


ANSWER: Assuming you want high 

gear and it is one to one 
in the box, the number of teeth on 
the clutch sprocket times the rear 
wheel sprocket, divided by the en- 
gine sprocketteeth times the counter 
sprocket will give you the ratio. 
Ex.: C.S, 59 X R.W.S, 41 eq. 4.74:1

ANSWER: There’s probably a loose 

connectionin your ignition 
system orthe condenser is defective. 
Check the battery and condenser 
cennections andif they are not loose 
the blame can be placed directly on 
the condenser. 


QUESTION: J have an Indian Bon- 

neville 74 Chief that I 
am restoring. What is the cam timing 
and point timing? D.D.—Los Angeles. 


ANSWER: The inlet opens 30 degrees 

before top center and 
closes at 60 degrees after bottom 
center. The exhaust opens at 60 de- 
grees before-bottom dead center and 
closes 30 degrees after top center. 
The points should just begin to open 
5/8" before top dead center with the 
Spark lever fully advanced.

This was the cry of the American Hot Rod Association in reply to 

a two page protest petition that was submitted by Tom A. Hawk of 
Arizona, to A.H.R.A. President Jim Tice. 


The petition was signed by one hun- 
dred individuals as a result of what 
they termed *the unsatisfactory treat- 
ment of motorcycle riders" at the 
A.H.R.A, Winter Nationals, held at Bee- 
line Dragway in Phoenix, Arizona. 

In a return letter to Hawk, president 
Jim Tice said, “The board of directors 
Of A.H.R.A., after much studying and 
deliberation, have arrived at the de- 
cision not to allow motorcycle partici- 
pation at our national events hereafter, 
This decision was arrived at with much 
regret but we feel that your people must 
police themselves in a much more con- 
trite manner and obtain a better safety 
record than you have attained in the last 
year before we will allow you to parti- 
cipate in our national events," 


Not By The Rule Book 


The. news of this stunning blow was 
handed to me at the recent all bike drag 
meet in Las Vegas, Nevada via a news- 
paper column written by Dennis Wood, 
Immediately on arriving back in Los 
Angeles I placed a call to Bob Braver- 
man, the winner of top bike honors at 
the Winternational meet and asked what 
could have prompted the move by Arizona 
cyclists. Bob claims there are justified 
reasons and gave these examples: Dur- 
ing the three days of his attendance at 
Beeline Dragway, he obtained only five 
single runs. In one instance, on Satur- 
day, the pit steward who was emptying 
the staging lanes progressed to the one 
that contained the cycle competitors and 
with an exclamation "Aw, cycles!" 
passed by and released the next rows 
of automobiles out of turn. The strip 
manager was approached to find where 
the cycle director was and he told Mr. 
Braverman that the director was not 
present for he had job obligations to 
his employer which allowed him to be 
present only part time. 

Motorcycles are being outlawed due 
to someone else's errors and a lack of 
organization at the national meet, Mr. 
Jerry Ballah, owner of Beeline stated, 
“1 realize that things did get out of 
hand and they will be corrected, The 
thing (Winter Nationals) just got to big, 
much bigger than we had anticipated, 
We had 1,000 entries." 


Cycle Need Organization Too 


The A.H.R.A. bestowed upon me the 
title of “Motorcycle Director” and yet 
did not call upon me for attendance at 
the national meet. Their reference to a 
“better safety record", is lame excuse 
for this cycle ban. Cycles in previous 
Nationals held under my direction have 
an unblemished safety record. 

Green Valley Raceway of Texas, had 
an accident in which a cycle rider col- 
lided head-on with an auto. The rider is 
still in a coma at this time. Bob Long, 
a local So. Calif. rider, was involved in 
an accident at the Beeline dragway. I 
was not present at either event to pre- 
side or practice my director’s position, 
thus I blame the A.H.R.A. for not pro- 
viding the organization that cycles de-

serve and need as much as autos. 

I placed a call to the A.H.R.A. of- 
fices in Kansas City, Missouri, in an 
attempt to reach Mr. Jim Tice. He was 
not present at the time and I spoke to 
Roti Tice and later Jim placed a return 
call. 

In the conversation with Ruth Tice I 
asked who composed or sat on the board 
of directors. She replied, “Strip owners 
are considered members and several in- 
surance reps. hold seats.” Ruth also 
stated, “Strip owners are sent letters 
and their opinions polled. Most drag 
strip owners do not wish to run bikes.” 

Iaskaquestion that has been brought 


forward beforeand question the A,H.R.A. , 


slogan, “An association composed only 
of friends and supporters of the sport.” 

Ruth also said, “Mr. Tice was acting 
under pressure from the insurance com- 
pany, that under investigation of its 
records has decided cycles an unworthy 
risk.” 

In the call I later received from Mr. 
Jim Tice he validated all Ruth had said 
and added more. Mr. Tice admitted that 
he was in error by not having me pres- 
ent at the event, but he also said. “The 
petition was, “derogatory and without 
sense. Only thirty cycles were entered 
in competition at Phoenix and yet the 
letter bore one hundred signatures. 
Since the petition was also sent to the 
press, a great deal of publicity damage 
was done to the A.H.R.A. The insurance 
is a definite problem for accidents in- 
volving bikes have been numerous. At 
Fremont Raceway in Fremont, Calif., 
there have been eight in the past year.” 
Mr. Tice asked if I could offer an ex- 
planation and I did. At many locations 
there are not adequate safety inspec 
tions. When I visited Fremont during the 
Past year my bike was passed without 
any inspections, When I visited Fremont 
during the past year my bike was passed 
without any inspection whatever. They 
did not now my position with drag race 
ing or the A.H.R.A. This must occur at 
many other locations. 


Still A Chance 


Mr. Tice also asked, “What could be 
done to prevent disobedience of speed 
laws and exhibition in pit areas at drag 
strips?” I replied only one thing, “Im- 
mediate expulsion of the rider and ma- 
chine from the premises. With our future 
in jeopardy there can be no soft hand.” 

Mr. Tice is also dissatisfied with 
motorcycle distributors and their co- 
operation in promotions and publicity. I 
asked Jim who represented the cycles 
to the board of directors and he replied, 
“I did, the same person who has been 
doing it for many years.” 

Mr. Tice said, “There is still a faint 
chance of the program for cycles to 
resume.” He requested I send a letter 
explaining how the problems which have 
now presented themselves can be avoid- 
ed. The letter will be mimeographed 
and sent to strip owners and the insur- 
ance company and a new poll will be 
taken.

Which reminds the writer of a suggestion 
hat ought to be made to our Army-Navy 
and Marine leaders, who refuse to see 
the usefulness of lightweight bikes for 
raining exercises — as done in by the 
British, Russian and other foreign sere 
vices.

The winning com- 
pany would be the group who arrived 
with the best score—as in any enduro— 
the least damage to their mounts, etc. 
What a grand fun way for troops to train! 
Let's have some more thoughts on this 
idea from ex-g.i's who love bikes.

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Only The Frames 
Have Been Changed 


By Doug Richmond 


There is no sign on the building at 7 
South 6th Street in Richmond, California, 
but I recognized Dick Mann’s maroon 
pickup from afar. 

I was sure I had the right place when 
I stepped through the door and almost 
stumbled over a pair of motorcycle 
frames on the floor. One was very ob- 
viously a factory job, heavy and bulky; 
the other reminded me of one of the old 
birdcage Maserati frames. Slim tubing 
was very carefully angled with nickle- 
bronze welding on the joints that goes 
hand-in-hand with high-strength steel. 
The frames were side-by-side, I couldn’t 
resist picking them up, one in each 
hand. 

It was astonishing — the hand-made 
frame weighed less than half the factory 
frame's weight. I'd expected a differ- 
ence, but nothing like this! 

When I came in, Dick was on the 
phone, and by the time he replaced the 
receiver.I was engrossed in examining 
the frame on the welding jig — it was

unlike any frame I'd seen before. The 
top tube was a full two inch diameter 
and extended from the fork head almost 
to the swing-arm axle. It looked big 
enough to make a pretty fair oil tank, 
and that's just what it turned out to be. 

Dick explained that eliminating the 
oil tank together with its associated 
mounting brackets cut down on weight, 
gave some extra cooling and got rid of 
several potential trouble sources. As 
Dick asked me, *Can you think of a 
better place for oil than in the frame?” 

*Do you usethe whole frame for oil?” 
I inquired. 

“No, I don’t, because all the extra 
cooling isn’t really necessary, and be- 
cause in case of an engine blow-up it 
would be next to impossible to get all 
the tramp metal out of the nooks and 
crannies. As it is, the top tube holds 
two quarts and is drained with a single, 
conventional plug at the bottom. This 
makes it simple to clean the tank — a 
matter of prime importance to the com- 
petition tuner.*

When Dick speaks of the tuner's 
problems he is talking from first-hand 
knowledge — he earned the Number One 
National plate riding bikes he tuned. 

As a matter of fact, if his frame- 
building activities allow him the time, 
he will campaign a Gold Star on the flat 
tracks this year. Mann-tuned, of course. 

Dick explained that the frames on 
hand were strictly prototypes and the 
end result of years of drawing pictures 
oh the backs of envelopes and scratch 
pads in lonely hotel rooms in just about 
all the places where professional bike 
racing is carried on. His frames are most 
emphatically not factory-derived! 

One of the reasons Dick located in 
Richmond was because the Richmond 
Ramblers track is less than a mile from 
his shop, and a better place for testing 
dirt equipment would be exceedingly 
hard to find. Dick Mann doesn't intend 
to use his customers for test riders. 

In the last analysis, building motor- 
cycle frames is an art, and the only way 
to know whether a frame design is a 
success is to build it and then have an 
expert wring it out under actual oper 
ating conditions — the so called ‘simu- 
lated environment’ just ain’t the same. 

Dick plans to furnish his lightweight 
frames for all the popular types of com- 
petition — road racing, flattrack, en- 
duros, and TT’s, but they won’t be the 
same frames. It will be necessary to 
specify just what the frame is to be

used for when ordering. 

My attention was attracted by several 
massive swing arms. I picked one up, 
expecting it to be as heavy as can be, 
and was I wrong! It weighed about the 
same as a conventional swing arm, but 
was obviously much stronger. 

Dick explained that these were the 
only items he actually had on a produc- 
tion basis to date, and were for BSA 
Victors. They are rectangular in cross- 
section, made of high-strength steel, 
and would increase wheelbase about 
two inches. This last, together with 
fantastic torsional rigidity, greatly bene- 
fits handling. The ones I saw were 
painted black, but as the nickle-bronze 
welds don’t ‘take’ paint very well, the 
ones supplied to the customers will be 
nickle plated.

EVEL KNIEVEL TO PERFORM 
100 FT. JUMP AT ASCOT

“Evel” Knievel, the 28-year-old 
daredevil who plans to jump a motor- 
cycle across the Grand Canyon in 
1968, has been signed by race direc- 
tor J,C. Agajanian to make a record- 
breaking attempt to jump over 15 
Stanley Chevrolets at Ascot Park 
this Sunday, March 5, at 2 p.m. 

Knievel, who set the current m/c 
distance record by leaping across 14 
cars, is internationally recognized 
as the world’s longest ramp-to-ramp 
motorcycle aerialist. 

His attempt March 5 to top his 
own recordis scheduled totake place 
during the running of the nation’s 
longest dirt-track motorcycle race, a 
100 lap steeplechase, featuring the 
top names in the sport. A drag para- 
chute will stop the cycle after com- 
pleting the jump. 

Sometime next year, Knievel, who 
crashed a year ago attempting to 
span 13 cars, will try to pilot his 
jet-powered Skycycle in the longest 
jump in the world from a take-off 
ramp across the Grand Canyon. 

Arrangements are also under way 
to perform a jump over a Las Vegas 
hotel before the one and one-tenth 
mile Grand Canyon attempt. 

The Sky-cycle Knievel plans to 
use in the Grand Canyon jump is on 
display at Stanley Chevrolet in Nor- 
walk through this Friday. It is a 
Bonneville provided by the Triumph 
Corp.

If anyone was betting on the AMA Sportsman Road Races in Las Vegas 
Sunday, Feb. 19, (just friendly wagers, naturally) they were probably giving 


odds against Buddy Parriott’s winning. Thirty-eight year old Parriott, the 
father of five, had entered his old #1, an elderly Norton, against the latest 
hot California hardware, notably Eddie Mulder’s #12 Triumph, the BSA of 
Ron Grant and the rapid Honda of Art Baumann. 

And there were plenty of dark horse riders in the field who were also 
capable, by sheer courage if not horsepower, of winning this first motorcycle 
event on the lush Las Vegas 3-mile course, 

Well, they would have won a jackpot, because Parriott did romp home the 
winner after a brilliant road race performance. 

Lurking in 4th, then 3rd place, while Dale Alexander (883cc H-D) and 
Mulder (500 Tri.) tussled for the lead, Parriott waited until the 11th lap of 
the 15-lap excursion before taking full command of the race. After that, with 
studied ease, Parriott passed the pair and left them far behind as he crossed 
the finish line. 

Parriott also won the 0-200cc main event on a Bultaco, followed by Ron 
Grant, riding a deceptively stock-looking Yamaha 100 twin, 

It was Southern California’s Swede Savage, propelled by an out-of-the- 
box Kawasaki who took away the biggest class of all, the 250cc G.P. Swede 
was followed over by Northern Cal’s AFM star Art Baumann on a Suzuki. 
Tough luck for Art, his Honda 350 tweaked a valve in a preliminary race but 
not before he startled afew of the guys in the grandstand by his rapid lapping 
of the unfamiliar course. Another victim of gremlins was Grant’s 500cc ride. 


SIDECAR SPECTACULAR 

California’s sidehack enthusiasts journeyed en masse to the Nevada spa 
to demonstrate the spectacular show that the three-wheelers can put on. 
Doug Bingham, a professional builder of sidecar rigs had his new Harley 
kneeler, co-piloted by Ed Wade and together they led the early laps of the 
Sidecar Main Event. It took the tried and true Triumph rig of Reg Pridmore 
and Ernie Caesar to shut the Harley down. But Doug will be back with a few 
more bugs worked out to take up the challenge again. 

And Tony Nicosia had to be seen to be believed, hustling to a well-won 
production main event win on his Suzuki. 


KUDOS AND CREDITS 
Although the road races were not as smoothly run as the Saturday drags 
on the same course (reported last week), they served as.a perfect ice-breaker 
to open the Stardust course for motorcycle racing. Thanks to the whole- 
hearted support of Northern and Southern California AFM riders and the con- 
Siderable turnout of AMA sportsmen, a full field of 117 riders met for battle. 
Cooperation of the two associations for the advancement of road racing was 
very heartening to see. And the L.A. branch of the AFM as well as the local 
Silver City Scramblers gained some valuable experience in learning how to 
run a road race, It is hoped that the lessons learned will be studied by every- 
one involved and that the next Stardust road race (slated to be an AFM pro-

and throws in a bundle of surprises to keep drag fans on their toes. 


In the race for top fuel the underdog м 
was found to have plenty of bite, in fact LE 
it turned on its own kind. Four contend- « 
ers were selected from an entry of ten 
with their quickest elapsed times quali- 
fying well into the ten and nine second 
brackets. 

Leo Payne (H-D) was the quickest 
with a first run off the trailer of 9.81 
seconds at 153.30 miles per hour, 
through the time traps. Murray and Cook 
(Tri. Double) were hot on the Iowa Ace’s 
slick with a qualifying dash of 9.96 
seconds at 152.00 mph. Sonny Raslaw- 
ski’s qualifying spot was marked with a 
run of 10.17 and 146.47 mph. Fourth in 
the top fuel ranks was Clem Johnson 
and his Vincent Bam, Job that ran the 
1320 feet in 10.87 seconds and shut off 
at 151.00 mph. 

Perry and Scotty's twin engine Tri- 
umph and Don McEvoys Triumph *Two*, 
Bob Sirkegian’s “Super Bike" BSA, 
Dennis Manning “Huffer” 450 Honda, 
and Ray Downards 250 Honda were the 
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Harley that is challenging Joe Smith for E.T. & mph superiority.

men and machines that tried to make the 
elusive magic elapsed times that would 
have bumped one of the four from top 
fuel contention, but alas never made it, 
at least not at the right time. 


Fuel Eliminations 


The choice of matching competitors 
is not an easy task for a pit director but 
in this instance it seemed the wisest 
choice to place Murray and Cook's Tri- 
umph with Sonny Raslawski's Harley 
and Leo Payne's Harley against Clem 
Johnsons *Barn Job*. The arch rivals, 
*Cook and Payne*, would then probably 
not race until the second round. Sonny 
Raslawski was the monkey that threw 
the wrench and eliminated Murray and 
Cook's *Flustration* while Payne exe- 
cuted a similar move in defeating Clem 
Johnson. It left no doubt as to whether 
or not Harley-Davidson would get the 
winners check and there were no bettors 
on Sonny’s side. Leo had never been 
defeated in his California invasions and 
his elapsed time was a quarter second 
better than Sonny’s. 

Leo had set Sonny's bike up on fuel 
and it was anticipated there were afew 
tricks not let out of the bag. 

When Sonny and Leo fired, staged 
and watched the yellow light countdown, 
Raslawski pulled the day’s big surprise 
to both spectators and his competition. 
As the last yellow goes out, there is a 
brief void before the green goes on and 
Sonny popped the clutch for a hole shot 
similar to the one that Leo used on M&C 
at Las Vegas. Sonny’s winning elapsed 
time ticket reads 9.94 seconds while 
Leo Payne’s is 9.88 seconds. Color 
Leo blushing pink! 


Top Gas 


Laidlaw Harley-Davidson represented 
by Joe Smith and his partner Butterworth 
were once heard to utter immortal (along 
with immoral) words when they last 
scattered their engine at Fontana Race- 
way. The phrase has been copied many 
times and the proper credit not given, 
but I heard Mr, Laidlaw and Joe Smith 
say, “We shall return!" This Sunday's 
day of top gas racing showed not only 
their return but the beautiful results of 
team work. Joe rode the 80 inch Harley 
to a low elapsed time of 11 seconds and 
a fantastic final speed of 125.87 miles 
per hour.

The man who came 
out on top for a chance at ‘Leonard Ta- 
foya was Bill Krayhill and his 250 
Yamaha that turned a winning class 
time of 16.35 seconds at 72.58 mph. In 
the final top street race, Tafoya played 
Safe and let the green light come on real 
bright before leaving the “hole” to win 
the top street glories.

HI-MOUNTAIN ENDURO 


Annual endurance— that’s the key 
taken in hand by the Penguins of San 
Luis Obispo. These Cal Poly guys and 
one gal held their 17th Annual Enduro 
on a crispy sunlit Sunday two weeks 
ago. Up near the base of a mountain 
which ranges around the town of Santa 
Margarita, 295 plus riders gathered to 
sprawl and tour the ninety-seven miles 
(depending on your loop) of a hilly- 
gullied curve which windfully teases 
each rider’s skill. 

All departed for the hills in groups 
of five in an amazing 1 hour and 30 
minutes. Close to the first check some 
guy left the course yelling at his error. 


The trail whisked right around and a 
checker indicated the forty-mile gas 
check. Here by adding his riding number 


to the key time posted, each rider could 
tell if he was “hot” or late. After sixty- 
five miles of some narrow trails and rut- 
lined swoops, the noon check appeared 
for a half-hour of eats, relaxing and 
delight. 


Enduro Delights 


Walking around this little triangular 
shaped stop-off we see an old three- 
wheeled railroad trolley, some ancient 
farm tools and two crows in cages that 
occasionally cawed at a 2-stroke fuming 
by. Past the Seagrave fire truck we spot 
a bait shop and near the Indian statue 
there’s a rock shop. Here one can find 
flints from the Pomo Reservation and 
small fossils looming in shale. 

The course retraces itself in one 
area for about twenty miles and spurts 
on down the lime-ringed circuit, pro- 
ceeds up a group of curves and down 
again through one mud patch which re- 
quired no shifting. The path next sprouts 
into a brief rocky slide and onto the 
paved road. Flatout now...‘How does it 
feel?’, a breeze-in. Ahead those up and 
down and all around miles straight to 
that final check. 

The Penguins M.C. of California 
Polytechnic College provided a well 
marked course, with current events 
radioed to key time points and even lent 
helping hand as needs be. Observing 
the interim one could see faces gleaming 
while enjoying their fun and bikes spout- 
= perfumed energy as kids smile in 
tune.

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~ THE FINISH LINE

California's best known destruction derby, called the annual 100 lap TT 
by followers of two wheeled racing, bows in this coming Sunday afternoon at 


Ascot Park. 


Over 100 amateur and expert riders 
will fight for the chance to destroy their 
equipment and beat themselves to a 
purple pulp. 

The entry list, instead of getting 
smaller with each ofthese motorbusters, 
continues to climb. A few years ago it 
was hard to find forty riders who were 
willing to enter a race that only guar- 
antees exhaustion for one and all. 

Now there are three times that many 
on hand. About sixty of these combat- 
ants have had only one warmup race on 
big bikes, that was last month when all 
the first time amateurs rode the big jobs 
for the first time on the long course. 

This could be the reason why so 
many will be out for the event. “What 
you don't know won't hurt you”. 

Just about every motorcycle finance 
in town will have a representative at the 
race—rooting fortheir customer's machine 
—to stay out of the 100 lap final. 

The main reason they start 33 riders 
is so that there will be somebody around 
to cross the finish line one hour and 
twenty minutes later. It helps to be a 
flattracker as the front runners usually 
tun the last 25 to 40 laps without brakes. 
These are only street production ma- 
chines, you understand. 

Triumph will be on hand with a few 
hundred riders and a couple from BSA, 
Norton and H-D. The non-Triumph riders, 
if they don't know already, will find out 
how General Custer felt at the Battle of 
the Little Big Horn. 

The best way to train for this bottom- 
buster is to go out the night before and 
get smashed so you are good and numb 
for the next afternoon. We know of a few 
riders who train that way, not only for 
the 100 lapper, but for all events. 

The race will not be televised local- 
ly like two previous events this year. 
That way at least 32 guys can go home 
and tell their friends they had the race 
in the bag until their number plate fell 
off on the last lap. 

The guy who wins the race Sunday 
will probably walk out of the track with 
a thousand bucks in his pocket and a 
$1500.00 repair bill from his nearest 
dealer. 

About the only time any of the ama- 








teurs will lead any of the hot experts is 
during the riders* parade, before the 
race starts. 


Full Novice Program Saturday 


To spice things up the novice riders 
get not one but two days of TT racing 
on their own little short course. About 
100 of these will gather on Saturday 
afternoon to race and then the 20 best 
from Saturday can do it all over again on 
Sunday — in front of people. 

There is talk of putting no less than 
twenty novice riders on the track all at 
the same time on Sunday. Twenty new 
riders on lightweights on the short 
course may prove to be far more exciting 
than 33 guys on big bikes on the long 
track. You might look for Ascot's first 
tidal wave on both lakes are sure to be 
filled with riders and machines on lap 
one, Ascot scores another first; Life- 
guards at a motorcycle race! 

After this yearly exhibition of bike- 
bending with at least 33 draft potentials 
being re-classified 4-F, sanity will re- 
turn with the regular season T'I's run- 
ning the first Saturday night of every 
month. The main events will be run for 
only 15 laps and those who do not make 
the show will be around to race and be 
classified as 17A. 


Carlsbad R.R. Coming 


A week from now the third sportsmen 
road race of the year runs at Carlsbad. 
Many of the “Shoes” will already be on 
their way to Florida for the Daytona 
races so the door is wide open in the 
250cc and big bike classes for some 
new front runners and winners. 

All riders who ride in the Carlsbad 
March 12th event will be assigned per- 
menent racing numbers for the rest of 
the season. They will go out on a first- 
come-firsteserve basis so all sportsmen 
who want a low racing number are urged 
to be on hand. 

Pit gates for Carlsbad open at 9 a.m. 
and close at Noon, Racing starts at 
1:30 p.m. Practice from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
All sizes of equipment may run. There 
will again be a street bike production 
class for 250cc and under machines.
